FINANCE. 

Payments  from  the  Contributory  Scheme  amount 
to  £1,250 — a  decrease  of  £170.  The  Annual  Golf  Cup 
Competition  broke  all  records,  and  amounted  to  ,£184. 
The  Committee  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  Committee  and  Members 
of  the  Torbay  Country  Golf  Club  for  their  untiring  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  Hospital,  and  have  allocated  this  sum  to  the  purchase 
of  further  equipment  for  the  Theatre.  The  President,  Captain  J.  E. 
Eastley,  made  a  special  appeal  to  Subscribers,  asking  them  to 
sign  an  Agreement,  thus  enabling  the  Hospital  to  recover  Income 
Tax  on  their  subscriptions,  and  as  a  result  the  Hospital  will  benefit 
by  approximately  £100  per  annum.  During  Victory  Week, 
Miss  A.  Hughes  kindly  gave  £100  in  3  per  cent.  Savings  Bonds, 
and  various  donors  War  Savings  Certificates  amounting  to  £35. 
A  Legacy  of  £405  10s.,  plus  a  half-share  in  a  £500  Mortgage,  was 
received  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  M.  R.  K.  Boles  ;  a  balance  of 
£305  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  Chas.  Evans,  and  a  further  instalment 
of  £275  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  Henry  Broderick.  These  monies 
have  all  been  invested. 

This  year  has  been  one  of  far-reaching  changes.  The  Rush- 
cliffe  Report  for  Nurses  has  been  adopted,  and,  while  it  has  con¬ 
siderably  added  to  the  financial  burden  of  the  Hospital,  is  a 
valuable  and  much-needed  reform  in  the  Nursing  profession. 

The  Committee  view  the  coming  year  as  one  of  reconstruction 
and  hard  work,  and  look  forward  to  a  renewed  and  increasing 
interest  in  your  Hospital  in  which  they  serve.
